Though B oers First Encountered FSed in Panic 
a </Vithering Fire Scon Covered the 
Gallant Storming Party. 






Quickly Realized That the Position Was a Desperate 
One Without Guns to Silence Fusilade of 
Artillery and Rifles. 



Boers Had Range to Nicely and Shells Constantly Burst Amongst 
British— Splendid Bravery of Troops-Sensational 
Report of Casualties. 



Spoamnn'B Camp, Friday, Jan. 20.— 
About 2 o'clock in the morning of Janu- 
ary 34 (Wednesday), when heavy clouds 
rested upon the kopjes, the main point 
of the Boor poHition, Tubanyiima, was 
stormed by the British infantry under 
Gen. Woodgatc. 

Onr force crossed a rarine and 
climbed the mountain side steadily, get- 
ting within thirty yards of the enemy's 
first line of trenchcB. The Boers, who 
had been asleep, decamped, leaving 
everything behind, and the British, with 
ringing cheers, climbed to the summit. 

The Boers opened fire from several 
points. It wos apparent that they had 
been taken by surprise, and their resist- 
ance was desperate. The western 
cTOHt of the hill was noon won, and the 
infantry crept along the top of tlie hill. 

At daybreak, however, the Boers from 
a high point of the extreme east sent a 
withering i5re among the British, which 
momentarily stiiggercd them. The 
Boers had the range fixed to a nicety, 
and their artillery sent several ahells 
right to the top of the crest, forcing the 
infantry to take 8pver., The Boer Nor- 
donfeldt also worked with great preci- 
sion. 

The British held the position against 
groat odds. At 10 o'clock strong re- 
inforcements were sent up the hill and 
advanced in skeleton formation, the 
enemy being driven back to the extreme 
point 

London, Jan. 28. — A speciul despatch 
from SiM'arman'K Camp, dated Friday 
and RTipplying additional dotail.H of the 
operations of Wednesday, says: 

" Tlie British made a most successful 
movement to-day. They deployed to 
Gen. Warren's right flank and reinforced 
tlio troops in possession of Tabanj'ama. 
Thoy were snlijcctcd to a heavy Boer 
shell fire, but Ktocd their ground nobly. 

Part of Gon. Lyttletou's brigade ex- 
tended on the plain in front of Mount 
Alice, and within two hours scaled the 
heights of Spion Kop under a heavy 
fire. One rifleman who reached the 
summit before his comrades proudly 
stood on top. 

The Dally News publishes a despatch 
dated Spearman's Camp, Wednesday 
afternoon, but held biuic, prusumubly 
by the censor, until Friday, January 20, 
6:40 p. m. This says: 

" Having gallantly tiilcen a portion of 
Tabanyama.monntaiif during last night. 
Gen. Warren's troops ore finding con- 
siderable difficulty in holding it. There 
has been heavy firing to-day. The Boer 
Khells are splendidly directed, and in the 
face of the enemy's fire the further ad- 
vance of onr forces has bee>n checked. 

"Again and again attempts had been 
made to dislodge them by the enemy, 
and things began to look seriouH. De- 
termined as liad been their attack, how- 
ever, the Boers had not succeeded in 
dislodging them. 

"Meanwhile the King's Royal Uiflcs, 
approaching from the Potgeiler's Drift 
side of the mountain range, began the 
ascent of Spion Kop. 'I'iie heights at 
the place wliore tticy .'irrived were pre- 
cipitous, and their task was no light one. 
Thoy advanced, however, and apparently 
at first without knowledge of the Boers; 
but before reaching the top they became 
exposed to a flank fire from the enemy. 

" The last part of the hill wa.s oven 
more precipitous than the road along 
which thoy hod come; but the brave 
fellows scrambled up little by little until 
they reached the top and threw them- 
selves down upon the ground with a 
cheer. It was grandly accomplislud. 

"There is still the serious difficulty of 
keeping this point without artillery. 
The po;jition tlierefon." now is that the 
British hold Siiion Kop at the east end 
of the ifluge. They also hold the west 
end. The Boers are entrenched In the 
intermediate part, besides holding other 
entrenched situations." 
BOEB HBPOIIT die CAfeUALTIBS. 

London, Jan. 28.— The war office 
does not give any idea of the oasaaltieR 
in the taking and the holding or Mpion 
Kop, hut a report from the Boer head- 
quarters near Ladysmilh, via 'Lorenzo 
Marqiics, says that i;500 British dead 
wfirc left on the battlefield.. This num- 
ber Jb 'thought io -Include the wounded. 



The report ftlso said that General Bui 

ler hoe been down with fever but had re 
covered. 

If Boer reports arc to be accepted, the 
abandonment of Spion Kop was due tO 
the inability of the British to resist the 
Boer attack, the Boers carrying the first 
trenches and taking 150 prisoners. 

Boer Head Laager, Ladysmith, Jan. 
26, G p.m.— The British dead left on the 
battle field yesterday numbered 1,600.

New York, Jan. 28.— The London cor- 
respondent of the Tribune in his cabled 

review of "the South African situation, 
under Sunday morning's date, says: 

" While the alarming rumors o( a seri- 
ous reverse which wore current in the 
city on Friday night are not confirmed, 
the abandonment of Spion Kop and 
Gen. Lyttleton's engagement remained 
mysteries not cleared up outside the war 
oHlce. 

"A Berlin story that Gen. Warren had 
been led into an ambuscade and that 
seventeen of his guns had been taken 
was discredited by the officials here. 
But there was an uneasiness of suspicion 
in London that there was unfavorable 
news which had been held back. This 
was perhaps the natural effect of nerv- 
ous reaction after three days of excite- 
ment caused by the premature announce- 
ment of a night attack, the seizure of 
Spion Kop and its final abandonment. 

" Practical Englishmen arc beginning 
to ask whether the people who are pay- 
ing the expenses of the war and sending 
men to fight their battles have not a 
right to demand a daily bulletin from an 
olllcial source with a summary of trust- 
worthy news. The censorship has dis- 
armed the press, which is only able to 
print mutilated and l)elated despatches. 
It has been extended from the despatches 
to mail letters and private correspond- 
ence. The martinets have even gone so 
far as to open letters written by speaial 
correspondents to their wives. 

" Rumors are also reported of an at- 
tempted sortie by Lancers from Lady- 
smith on Wednesday. A private letter 
received at the camp at Ohieveley from 
one of the officers at Ladysmith after 
the battle of Colenso contained this 
sally: ' If you fellows don't come up 
soon we shall have to fight our way down 
and relieve you.' There may be truth 
in thnt jest. 

"There were despatches last night 
from Iteiisburg with a detailed account 
of a hard day's work on Thursday by 
French's force with a feint attack in 
one direction and an extended recon- 
naissanci' in another. Gen. lloberts 
confirms this and adds the fact that the 
enemy was strongly i)ostcd at Pietfon- 
tein. A amnll casualty list— twelve 
names — represented these afTairs. Gen. 
French's manoeuvres will not be intelli- 
gible. 

" Gen. IJoberls' first ol)jeetive point is 
disclosed. Kosmoad Junction is now 
clearly the bas(> of a movement for 
clearing the railway beyond Steinburg 
to Storniberg. 

"With Sliirniborg and Colesberg in 
British lianils, two sides of a <|uadri- 
la'.eral of great strategic importance 
would be secured, and a way would be 
o[)en to Hloeinfonteiii. (!en. Itoherts 
has 10,000 fresh troops of the Sixth divi- 
sion fur this work, if ho has it in mind, 
and lO.fHJO more of the Seventh division 
coming in to sui)port them. 

" Gen. Kitchener's fine lioman hand 
ran be delected hi the stereotyped phrase 
" No change in s'tuation," repeatiHi night 
after nlu'ht. ITe has, it is probnble, 
been doTng u good deal of work more 
than he cores to hove either the enemy 
or the public at home know. He- be- 
lieves in the censorship and docs hot 
scruple to mnkc n scientific use of it. 

" Some of the despatches from Cape- 
town contain a summary of a proclanni-, 
tion by Sir Alfred Milner, that thff 
Queen'f , government will not recognize 
OS valid any forfeiture, fine or encum- 
brance on i)roperty in the 'i'rnnsvaal or 
Fii-e State suliseijuent to the declaration 
of war. This is explained by Soutli 
Africans as aimed apparently "at Bot-r 
government measures for taking over 
and confiscating: valuable mining prop- 
erly In .its unique method of financing 
the war. ot the. expense of Eurbpen'u and 
Amcrlcfftn shareholders."' '• ' ' ■ "' 



London, Jam 28. — Tlie following is the text of a despatch from General BuUer dated 
Spearman's Camp, Saturday, Jan. 27, 9.10 p. m.: 

" On January 20, Warren drove back the enemy and obtained possession of the south- 
ern crests of the high tableland extending fi'oni the line of Acton Homes and Hongers 
Poort to the western Ladysmith hills. From then until January 25 he remained in close 
contact with the enemy. 

" The enemy held a strong position on a range of small kopjes stretching from north- 
west to southeast across the plateau from Acton Homes through Spion Kop to the left 
bank of the Tugeia. 

" The actual position held was perfectly tenable, but did not lend itself to an advance 
as the southern slopes were so steep that Warren could not get an effective artillery position 
and water supply was obtained with diiliculty. 

" On January 23 I assented to his attacking- Spion Kop, a large hill, indeed a moun- 
tain, which was evidently the key of the position "but was far more accessible from the north 
than from the south. i 

" On the night of January 23 he attacked Spion Kop, but found it very dilHcult to liold^ 
as its perimeter was too large, and water, which he had been led to believe existed in this 
extraordinary di-y season, was found to be very deficient. 

" The crests were held all that day against severe attacks and a heavy shell fire. Our 
men fought with great gallantry. ' ■. 

" I would especially mention the conduct of the Second Cameronians and Third King's 
Eifles, who supported the attack on the mountain from the steepest side and in each case 
fought their way to the top, and the Second Lancashire Fusiliers and Second Middlesex, 

who magnificently maintained the best traditions of the Briti.sh army throughout the trying 
day of January 24; and Thornycroft's Mounted Infantry who fought throughout the day 
equally well alongside of them. 

" Genei'al Woodgate, who was in command at the summit, having been wounded, the 
officer who succeeded him decided on the night of January 24 to abandon the position and 
did so before dawn, Januaiy 25, 

" I reached Warren's camp at 5 a. m. on January 25 and decided that a second attack 
upon Spion Kop was useless and that the enemy's i-ight was too strong to allow me to force it. 

"Accordingly, I decided to witlulraw the force to the south of the Tugeia. 

" At 6 a. m. we commenced withdrawing the ti'ain and by 8 a. m. January 27 (Satur- 
day) Warren's force was concentrated south of the Tugeia without loss of a man or a pountl 
of .stores. 

" The fact that the force could withdraw from actual touch — in some eases the lines 
were less than a thousand yards apart — with the enemy in the manner it did, is, I think, 
sufficient evidence of the morale of the troops; and that we were permitted to withdraw our 
cumbrous ox and mule transport across the river, eighty-five yards around, with 20 foot 
banks, and a very swift current, unmolested, is, I think, pi'oof that the enemy has been 
taught to respect our soldiers' fighting powei'S. 



London Rumor of Abandonment of the Town 
With Desperate Alternative to Surrender 
of the Valiant Garrison. 



Times Fears There May Be Impending a Catastrophe 
Without Parallel Except in Surrender 
at Yorktowo. 



Burghers Declared to Have Valiantly Faced British Bayonets and 
Rifles and Taken One Hundreci Prisoners as Success 
Crowned Their Assault. 



Boer Headquarters, Jlodder Spruit, 
Upper 'rugcla, Wednesday, January 24 
(Midnight) — Via Lorenzo Morqucs, 
Tluirsday, Jan. 25.— Sonn^ Yryhoid 
burghers from the outposts on the high- 
est hills of the Spion Kop group rushed 
into the 'laager saying that the kop was 
lost and that the English had taken it. 
lieinforcements were ordered up, but 
nothing could be done for some time, the 
hill being enveloped in thick mist. 

At dawn the Ileidelljerg and Carolina 
contingents, supplemented from other 
commaudos, began the ascent of the hill. 
Three spurs, precipitous projections, 
faced the Boer positions. Up these the 
advance was made. The horses were 
left under the terrace of the rocks. 

Scaling the steep rocks, the noers 
found that the English had improved 
the opportunity ' and entrenchpd heavily. 
Between the lines of : trenches ' was' on 



open veldt, which hud to bo rushed 
under o heavy fire, not only from rifles, j 
but of lyddite ond shrapnel from field i 

guns. Three forces ascended the three 
spurs co-ordinately under cover of fire 
of Free State Krupps, a Creusotc and a ' 
big Maxim. The linglish tried to rush 
the Boers with the bayonet, but their 
infantry went down before the rifle fire, 
as before stated. 

Tlie Boer invcstiag party advanced 
step by stei) until 2 l). ni., when a white 
flag was hoisted and l.TO in front of the 
trenches surrendered, being sent as 
prisoners to the head laager. 

The Beer advance continued on tlie 
two kopjes oast of Spion Kop. Many 
Boers were shot, hut so numerous were 
the burghers that the gaps were filled 
automatically. 'I'oward twilight they 
roachcd,;the summit of .the, second kopje, 
but ' did. not get • further. . .. British 



Ma.Kims helched liame, but a wall of 
firing Mausers held the British back. 
Their centre under this pressure gradu- 
ally gave way and broke, abandouiug 
the position. 

The prisoners speak highly of the 
bravery of the burghers, who, despising 
the cover, stood against the lino of the 
summit to shoot the Dublin Fusiliers 
sheltered in the trenches. Firing con- 
tinued for some time, and then tlie 
Fusiliers and the Light Horse serving 
us infantry tlirew up their arms and 
rushed out of the - entrenchments. 

The effect "of tlie abandonment of 
Spion Kop by the.BhglliBh can be hardly 
gauged as yet, but it iiiust prove to be 
immense. ' ■ ' 

An unusually high proportion of lyd- 
dite sheils did not explode. 



Demand for Immediate Desparch of Fifty Thousand Men With 
Equal Number Held in Reserve — Public Anxiety 
to Learn the Facts.

London, Jan. 29. -(4:25 a. m.)-The 
week has opened gloomily for the Brit- 
ish public, and the reaction is all the 
stronger because of the high hopes that 
were reposed In Gen. Buller's turning 
movement. Open talk is heard of the 
absolute necessity of abandoning Lady- 
smith to its fate, while Lord -Roberts 
reverts to the original plan of an ad- 
vance over the Orange river upon 
Bloemfonteln. 

To Ladysmith the difiappointment 
must be very bitter. A despatch from 
the Boer laager near the town, dated 
January 24, descrihes the garrison as 
"very evidently preparing a desperate 
coup in order to effect a junction with 
Gen. Buller's advancing army." Jt 
may be regarded as a certainty that, in 
the confident hope of early relief, Sir 
George White hos lately been issuing 
extra rations, and this fact given riEt? to 
the exaggerated idea as to the length of 
time the provisions would last. 

Even should it be decided to send 
Gen. Buller reinforcements and to at- 
tempt to reach Ladysmith by a move- 
ment through the still more diflicult 
country east of Colenbo, it is extremely 
doubtful whether the garrison could 
hold out long enough, aa such a move- 
ment would occupy at least a month. 

The Times, says: VThe most;: carefully 
planned and executed movement of the 
whole campaign has entirely failed, and 
it can be hardly necessary to dwell upon 
the extreme probability that we shall 
learn, a little sooner or a littie later, of 
a catastrophe almost without precedent 
in war history, a catastrophe indeed 
without a parallel except in the surren- 
der at Yorkton. 

" We are checked at every point of 
the camnaign. In fact the campaign is 
still to begin. Wc wish we had clearer 
proofs that even now the government 
has any adequate comprehension of the 
situation. The utterances of respon- 
siblc ministers have done nothing to re- 
assure the country on this point. Heavy 
or light, the thing baS' to be done, and 
the government ouglit to prepare for the 
immediate despatch of 50,000 men and 
take steps to send yet another 50,000 if 
those should be needed. The hopeless 
attempts to carry on the campaign with 
four widely separated columns, each un- 
equal to its task, must be abandoned 
for a concentration of forces, and of 
purnosc." 

All the editorials this morning breathe 
the spirit of calm determination. Not 
one will allow that any reverse could 
deter the country from the object that 
it has set itself to attain, whatever the 
sacrilices which may be involved. Very 
frank criticism of the government, how- 
ever, is beginning to be heard, even in 
quarters that have hitherto refrained. 

The Daily Mail boldly throws all the 
blame upon Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, 
liord Lansdowne and Lord Wolseley.. 
It points to President Lincoln's dis- 
missal of his secretary for war as a pre- 
cedent for getting rid of incompetent 
ministers. 

The Morning Post dwells on the dan- 
ger ot further rebellion at the Cape and 
European complications. It urges that 
the Navy be prepared for " any emerg- 
ency." 

The Standard and other papers rellect 
the anxiety of the puhlif to learn how 
much truth there is in the Boer reports 
of the lighting at Siiion Kop. Gen. 
Buller's obscurity in hia despatches is 
ratlier bitterly criticized, as v.'oll as the 
evident fact that the censor is not only 
heavily delaying, but is concealing all 
important matters from the few news- 
paper despatches. 

To judge with ony accuracy of the 
extent of the disaster is virtually im- 
liossible. It appears that (ieii. Buller 
had altogether five brigades wholly tor 
partly engaged— Gen. Coke's, Gen. Hild- 
yard's, Gen. Hart's, Gen. Woodgate's 
and Gen. Lyttleton's, and the 270 
casualties already announced in Lyttle- 
ton's brigade are thus explained. 

Much mystery still surrounds the re- 
treat. It is possible thnt Gen. Buller 
has withdrawn hia whole force, but it is 
generally assumed thnt Lyttleton's 
brigade and Lord Duudonald's caval^ry 
and other troops are still on the north 
side of the Tugeia. ' .. 
. Largo arrivals. of troops arc; due at

been great activity in Inilitary quarters 
in all parts of England since Saturday, 
morning. 

The situation at other points is un- 
changed, but indications that Lord 
lloberts is preparing plans for an ad- 
vance across the Orange river come in 
a despatch to the Daily Chronicle from 
Sterkstroom, dated Jaauary 25, which

ed to order Gen. White to surrender 
Ladysmith or make an effort to cut hia

These men were anxions 
to join the oe cond oooDttingcnt, nnd are now appljiing to go with Strathcona'a, yet 
the Minister refuses a recruiting depot at Veraon. 

Secondly — That one^third of the militia establishment at Victoria has for 
years been e<iaipped and drilled as Field Artillecy, constituting a Field Artillery 
•detachment in the Begiment of Garrison ArtiUery. Yet when Field Artiilery- 
'mon were called for, he refused to accept any from Victoria, and now adds to 
the offence by pretending to think that there are none here! 

There vas not a partielewif evidence that Strathcona wished for his corps only 
three; recruiting points 'in ^British Columbia, or that he is in any way responsible 
for locating these three so as to exclude volunteers pressing for acceptance from 
many sother points before the recruiting depot's were announced.

.ada for having blocked an agreement a 
.year ago, and uays that the Dominion 
.still -stands in the way of an amicable ar- 
.rangcment. lie Bsy.s: 

"There has ben no renewal of negotia- 
itions respecting the revision of the Ulay- 
tton-Bnlwer coavention through the 
American embassy, but it is not improb- 
,ahle that the question will be taken \ip at 
«ui early date, when jiistructious are re- 
<.'eived from the state detiarliueut. IJoth 
the umbassudur anil tlie «eeret.arj of the 
embassy a.e now pr(ii>erly reticent, con- 
t/jiuii^' tljiMuselves with the statement 
that the subject lias not beea brought to 
the altontion of the foreign otlicc through 
their in.struuientaJity. 

''The truth about tlic matter was told 
a year ago in tlij-se despatebes. Informal 
overtures were made to Lord Salisbury 
for a revision of llie treaty in aeeordance 
with the aJterod eoiiditioiis of the que£- 
tion of inter-oceanie Iraii.sit, and were 
met in a jjast.and conciliatory spirit The 
results of these conferences were eom- 
jnunciated la the state department and 
4 new draJtt of the Clayton-Bulwer cun- 
iventlon was pr.^ared in Washington af- 
tar consultations between the Secretary 
a/id Lord Pauacefote. This draft was 
not signed but was probably sent to the 
fofjcign offlce and is now pigeon-holed 
there. 

"The principles agreed upon lust year, 
as cabled in the.se de>-patcliea, were the 
single control of the United States and 
tiiQ A^^ption of thi" Suez Oanal regula- 
fiotits for keeping the watii'rway 'open ir- 
ponce .and war undsr the guarantee of 
neiitrajity. The signutures jiloiie are re- 
quired for the settlement of tli" questio". 

"Ther^ ;8 no reason to doubt ihat Lord 
Salisbury'H .opinion respecting the adviwi- 
billty of substituting u fiiiigle for a dual 
control of the (»anal across either -the 
jflthmiis px WfaWf iia remaiiw uocbnpped. 



If free to act upon the question on Im- 
perial or oonnnercial grounds, he would 
sanction the revision of the old treaty on 
American lincH with a guarantee that llie 
waterway should he regulated on Suez 
Canal principles. 

"It was ("anada that blocked the agree- 
ment a year ago and it is Canada that 
uuw stands in the way. Canada is dis- 
playing splendid loyalty to the mother 
euuntjy in a /^rave Imperial crisis by 
sending troops to South Africa. No Brit 
ish prime minister in these circuni.itancivs 
can agree to settle the canal (jiicstion if 
Canada insists upon conneetinK it artili 
eially with the AJu.skii boundary ami 
other controverses and haviii.i; them ad 
justed sinmltaiieoiisly. 

"It is Canadian opposition that keept 
the liay-I'auneefoto draft of the revised 
treaty iu a pigeon-hole of the foreign of- 
fice. 'J'lie Canadian veto tierved to block 
the negotiations a year ago, but the Caua- 
diiui volunteers for service in South Af- 
rica, now impart additional power to that 
veto. 

"American di|)lomncy, meanwhile, has 
increased its resources, it has placed the 
foreign oUlce under heavy obligations fin- 
substantial service; it has taken up the 
'open-door' (luestion in China and worked 
out a tiettleinent on paper with the colle<'- 
tive guarantee of European powers and 
Jajian of the I'^nglish principle. The 
Btati! department ha« therefore a vant- 
age ground upon which to press for the 
revi.'<ion of the canal trcat.v on the prin- 
ciple that one good turn deserves an- 
other. 

"Canada c;in block the way, however, 
if her ministers ijersist in enforcing tln.'ir 
veto power. Sir Wilfrid Laiirier is to- 
day the IwidiiiK politician Imperialist, 
Cecil Khodeti being in enforced retire- 
uu'nt at Kimherley. If he is capable of 
rising above the level of local Interests 
he will take the Iini)eriali,''l view of the 
canal question and perceive that it will 
be of the advantage to the Empire as a 
whole to have the treaty of IS.'jIJ revised 
ami adjusted to altered conditions. If 
he he merely a local and provincial jirem- 
ier, he will raise objections, talk about 
the give and take principle, demand a 
'harbor in A'a^Jta ^and remain a dog in 
lite mauger. The settlement of the canal 
question in reality depcpds upon La'urierV 
cajidcity for .dem.onstratlng that lie is a 
true Imperialist and jiot a loyal atates- 
mau .who sees only Canada when he talks 
aboiit the luteresfs of the world-wide Em- 
pire, 

"The Spectator to-day lias an admir- 
able .iirticle on thi.s subject ndvocnting 
the abrogation or thcr revisiijii of the 
('laytun-Hulwer convention a.s a nnitter 
of enlightened solf-inlerest on the part of 
Knglnnd, an/1 coMtendiag that while Can- 
aila inii.<t be Ireated with all possible eon- 
siderati,on she oyght to be willing to make 
sacriUces for the welfare of India, Aus- 
tralii. Now, Zealandi South Afrfca and 
the Kmplre as a whole."

Con. Yule, who has arrived in Eng- 
land, says regarding the memorable 
march from Dundee to Ladysmith: " If 
was the most trying experience I hnv 
ever met with in the course of my mill 
tary career. For five days and nights 
we wcr-j without sleep. The roads were 
terrible, and the ever present possibility 
of an attack from the enemy kept us 
ineoHsnntly on the alert. At tiie end of 
the march the wliole of my force was 
worn out with fiitigue and loss of sleep." 
(icn. Yule was able to confirm the mis- 
use of the white flag by the Boers, He 
also states the Boers arc numing short 
of supplies- a very important eonsidera- 
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
